In a personal interview with former 
FBI Agent George Jensen, currently 
acting as attorney for Eugene Bradley, 
it was stated by the attorney that 
Bradley is fighting extradition to 
New Orleans partially because of the 
enormous expenses that would be 
incurred personally in making such a 
trip.

tion. Bradley also expressed his 
thoughts about Kennedy’s position in 
Vietnam to his friend and further 
affirmed hLs thoughts to Mm following 
assassination of Kennedy .
